Recommendation that a school plant 
for the bl nd, costing $1,000,000 be 
constructed at .Charlottesville, today 
was made by the commission on the 
separation of the schools for the deaf 
and blind in its report to the Virginia 
general assembly. 


The commission was created at the 


1822 session of the assembly, owing to 
reports of crowded conditions at the 
V.rginia school for the deaf and b'ind 
at Staunton, and of the need of separ- 
ation. 
The commission recommend- 


ed that the school at Siaunton be 
continued, for the purpose of training 
the deaf. ' 
In addition to Charlottesville, sites 


for the new school were offered' by 
Stannton, Lynchburg- and Petersburg. 
The .selected 
site 
consists of 187 
acres, less than a mile away from the 
Univers.ty of Virginia. 
The owner 


has given an option on the property, 
priced at $40,000. until the 1924 as- 
sembly has acted on the matter.

New Stock Issue 


Is Approved By 
U. S. Comptroller 


The American National Bank to- 


day received a telegram from the 
Comptroller of Currency in "Wash- 
ington, authorising the local institu- 
tion to issue $150.000 new stock 
It 


developed upon enquiry this morning 
that all of the stock, 1.500 new 
shares, has been subscribed by ISO 
new stockholders, all of the monev 
being paid in on January 1st, since 
which time the money has been held 
in trust awaiting forma" permission 
of the comptroller of currency to au- 
thorize the new certificates- "The 
bank now has 300 stockholders, rep- 
resenting the best class , of -citizens o* 
Danville and vicinity." Cashier "W. R. 
Harrison said this morning. "The 
stock/' he added, "is well scattered. 
the three thousand shares being di- 
vided at less than an average of ten 
shares to each stockholders.'' 
The new stock issue, fu ly pa'd up 
gives the bank a capital of $300.000 
and a " surplus and profits of over 
$160.000. The bank — the'youngest in 
the city — was organized in 1909 and 
has shown steady growth with in- 
creases noted in capital and good 
will. 
The new certificates of stock 


will be issued at once. Mr. Harrison 
said.

Inerrancy of the Bible. 


"Tho 
Catholic church," he explained, 
"teaches and has always taught that 
all the books of the Scriptures, with- 
out exception, are divinely inspired, 
have Ood for their author, and con- 
tain no error. 
"In judging the Inerrancy Of the 


sacred books we must employ 
the 
proper standard of judgment. 
First 
\\e must inquire what did the inspired 
author Intend to tea< 'i formally and 
on his own authority? Ii,e Is respon- 
sible for that and nothing more. Next 
we ask what sort of literature did the 
author employ to convey his teaching? 
It may have been a parable, a psalm 
a prophecy, or a page of 
history 


Each kind 
of literature expresses 


truth in its own way and must be 
judged according to its own proper 
.standard. Failure J.o employ the cor- 
rect standard in judging the inerrancj 
of the sacred text has been the cause 
of more than one unwarranted attack 
on the Bible. 
In the lecture Father Devery ex 


plained that the church teaches tha 
the Eucharist, or Lord's Supper, 
the sacrament 
which contains 


body and blood, the soul and dlvimtj 
of the Lord under the appearance o' 
bread and wine 
"This doctrine.." h 


declared, "is based on the words o 
Christ -who is a teacher of infinite 
knowledge and divine power and 've- 
racity " The discourse was devoted 
almost entirely to a discussion of the 
following texts o£ Scripture bearing 
on this doctrine

remarkable declaration: 'I am that 
bread of life.

for the care of the popr. The sense 
of the recommendation is to wipe out 
those imaginary lines which separate 
the chartered city from the county 
in which it finds place and the con- 
solidation of effort in meeting this 
problem at a much lower per capita 
cost. 


Bearing on this point, the report 


says: 


"In the county homes or alms- 


houses in Virginia, numbers of in- 
mates vary from 1 to 25, and in rhe 
city homes and almshouses from 4 
to 214. 
The cost of nfciintenance 


where the number* of persons housed 
in small runs high because of the 
amount spent for, overhead expenses, 
or invested ifr' property. 
The per 
capita cost in 26 counties having no 
more than 5 inmates in each county 
home is $350. In 26 counties having 
10 or more inmates the per capita 
•cost is ?256, and in 6 counties hav- 
ing more than 20 inmates, the per 
capita cost is $137. 
The per capita, 


cost in--counties.";varies from SL^J.5 
for o"ne"inmarff in one county home- 
to S116 for 24 inmates in another 
county home. 
"From an economic and from a hu- 


manitarian viewpoint the present sys- 
tem of county and city units for_alms- 
houses is to be condemned," is the 
report of those investigating such in- 
stitutions in Virginia! according to a 
statement made before this Commis- 
sion, bv a representative of the Board 
of Public Welfare. 
According to the 


above quoted report, in many small 
counties the 'condition of the inmates 
of the county homes is pitiable, they 
being underfed, inadequately pro- 
tected, and existing In disease ancl 
discomfort. 
This is not due to lack 


of appropriation, but to lack of ef- 
ficient administration, as it is au- j 
thoritatively stated 
that 
sufficient 


money is appropriated in many of 
the cases to board the inmates in a 
first-class hotel. "That the system of 
caring for these unfortunates should 
be altered 
is generally 
admitted 


Scientific management would be much 
easier to secure in larger institutions 
with the supervision of full-time su- 
perintendents. The maintenance of a 
standard menu, the provision of med- 
ical care, nursing and possibly voca- 
tional instruction and employment, 
with consequent production of morie1"" 
tarv valae>-vrouia in many _c.ases 're- 
sult in 'rehabilitation and recovery." 


This possibly may reopen the door 


m Danville to a further discussion of 
.his absorbing, question. "There are 
evidences that guch a step is already 
contemplated since the city health 
officer no later than yesterday de- 
clared his interest in developing a 
plan which would be attractive not 
only to the city fathers but to the 
board of supervisors of Pittsylvania 
county. 
It is unquestionably true 


that the per capita- cost of maintain- 
ing the poor can be reduced if the 
c.'ty and the county will view a com- 
mon problem in a cooperative spirit- 
As a matter of fact there is no sound 
argument against the boards of su- 
pervisors of the Virginia counties im- 
mediately contiguous to Danville in 
pooling: such resources they annually 
spend and reaching an agreement 
with the- city which would permit the 
operation of an Institution meeting- 
ihe needs of all of them.

RABBITS II , 


Two widely different 
systems of 


management are followed by Ameri- 
can rabbit breeders. 
Under.the first 


system, which may be called hutoh 
management, the animals are coniln- 
ed in small pens or hutches and ob- 
tain little exercise. 
This is the more 


common practice and'has the advant- 
age of requiring less room and prob- 
ably of producing meat more rapidly. 


Under the other system, rabbits 


are given the freedom of open yards 
or runs, where they obtain abundant 
exercise and are sheltered m small 
hutches or kennels. 
This method 


promotes the. general health of the 
animals and probably gives a better 
development of their fur. 
It is es- 


pecially adapted to the South, where 
there is a mild climate throughout 
the year 


Hutches for large rabbits should 


have about 12 square feet of i floor 
space and a height of 18 to 24 inches, 
inside 
measurement. 
If 
there 
is 


p enty of room in the rabbitry, it is 
best to have the 'hutches separate, 
but to save space they are frequently 
built in tiers, or stacks, of 
t%\ o Or 


three in height. 
A single hutch may 


be made from a dry goods box by 
nailing 
one-inch 
mesh - galvanized. 


poultry netting over the opensMe, 


A tier of hutches may be similarly 
constructed from a piano box. 


There, are two general kinds of 


self-cleaning hutches, those with slat 
floors and those with slanting floors 
S at floors are 
built of two-Inch 


apart. .Beneath each floor is a gal- 
vanised" iron pan about 
one inch 


deep. 
This is made to fit closely to 


prevent upward drafts of air. At- 
tached to the floor of each hutch is 
a rack designed to contain hay or 
greens. The nest box .for this hutch 
may be made of an ordinary wooden 
packing- 'box about 12 inches wide, 
16 inches'long anfl 10'inches high. 


In. the slanting-floor type the floor 


is 
built 
of 
dressed 
tongued-and- 


grooved lumber running crosswise of 
the hutch. It has a forward slope of 
about half an inch between the floor 
and the side doors allows refuse from 
the hutch to roL beneath the doors 
and fall to the ground. The end door 
is designed to be used in feeding the 
rabbits, while the side doors are used 
for 
cleaning 
or 
disinfecting 
the 


hutch. 


Compound hutches in this form 


may be arranged so as to occupj 
very little space. 
By this arrange- 


ment 72 breeding' rabbits may be 
kept in an area 30 .feet square, each 
individual hutch having a floor space 
two and one-half by five feet.
